move the third reading His object | 
of course was to force the majority! 
to kill the measure. 

Sir George Ross, the Liberal leader, } 
suid the opposition was equally deter 
mined the bill should go back to th 
commons, then moved the third read- 
ing. Then Senator Lougheed raised 
the point of order that a member of 
the opposition could not ‘move the 
third reading. This was debated dur- | 
ing the entire morning sitting. Early 
in the afternoon Speaker Landry rul- 
ed in favor of Senator Lougheed’s con- 
tention, . 

Sir George appealed from the ruling | 
to the senate with the result that 
the speaker's decision was reversed on 
a vote of 44 to-19. The bill was then 
given « third reading on a vote of 43. 
to 18, the curious spectacle being wit- 
nessed of the Liberals voting for the) 
bill and the Conservatives against | 
it. 

Subsequently a message to the com-; 
mons asking that budy to coneur 
the amendments was adopted, The! 
fight was on party lines, except that, 
Senator Domville (New Brounswick), 
voted with the government forces. 

The amendments will not be 
cepted by the government so ti 
for the second time this measure falls 


by the wayside.

| The Dangerous House Fly | 


It is now fully established that flies 
carry typhoid germs, as well as others, 
und are responsible largely for the 
spread of many diseases. They are 
especially carriers of filth, and the 
whole country Is roused to the crus- 
ade against the fly. 

Fly traps and flypapers do catch 
flies, but they do not catch all or 
even a small proportion. If used at 
all they must be fastened securely, 
on account of their propensity to 
land “buttered side down" just 
where one's choicest possessions re 
pose. The poisonous paper is object- 
jonable where there are small chil- 
dren. 

It may surprise many a housewife 
to know ‘tautone of her most effect 
ive allies in this fight is the despised 
und hunted house spider, Did you 
ever notice how many flies are en- 
tangled in and near his web I once 
knew a minister—a Scotchman, by the 
Wway—who allowed a spider to Nourish 
behind the window curtain in his 
study because of the number of files 
disposed of by the spider.

The only effective defense against 
the fly is by thorough screening, and

ing of space and coolness, Sy pur-
